later he represented that he had pledged 
his entire fortune, every dollar he had

Paid Out of Subscription Money. 

“This showed that every cent of the 
$2,000,000 capital stock, which had deen 
paid in, was paid out of subscription 
money recetved by Mr. Lewis from the 
public, and that none of his own money 
had been invested in the enterprise. This 
was found to be the fact, although Nr. 
Lewis had stated in writing to the in- 
spectors that $495,750 of the $500,000 
paid in at the original incorporation of 
the bank were in his personal funda 
Subsequently at the hearing before the. 
assistart attorney general, Mr. Lewis 


admitted that that money. was received 


by him from tbe people, and was not his 
own. Although asked to do so at the 
hearing, Mr. La@wis failed to produce any 
evidence whatever that any of. his per- 
sonal funds had gone into this enter- 
prise. Mr. Lewis stated at the hearing 
that the director, mac aever refused to 
make a loan he requested. 

“The most important of the represen- 
tattons were that all funds of this bank 
would be loane@ by a committee com- 
posed oi three directors each from the 
five principal banks of St. Louls, etc. 

Thousands Loaned to Lewis. 

“The evidence showed, and Mr, Lewis 
admitted, that hundreds of thousands ov! 
dollars were loaned to himself and his 
various enterprises, that no committee ot 
fifteen had been established, but that the 
loans had been made practically at MP. 
Lewis’ will. On March 18, the day after 
the Inspectors began their investigation 
in the bank, Mr. Lewis placed in 1&8 
assets two notes—one for $50,000 signed 
by himself alone, without = collateral, 
the other for $146,375.63, signed by the 
board of directors. Mr. Lewis received 
no money from the Bank at that time, 
the notes being put into the bank to

The last mentioned note MF. 
claimed covered money spent in 
promotion of the bank.

| Harrisburg, Pa., July 9.—Eight men) 
| were blown to pieces and two others were | 
injured by the prémature explosion of a/| 


big blast of rock powder on the Penn- 
Sylvania railroad improvements near New 
at 7:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The accident occurred directly across 


the Susquenhanna river from the scene 
of the Pennsylvania railroad wreck on/| 
May 17, in which twenty-three persons | 
were killed and many others injured. 
All the victims of today’s disaster were 


the double tracks for the Pennsylvania 
railroad to connect with the Enola yards, 
The bodies of the men were terribly man- 
sled and particles of flesh and bone were 
Scattered for 200 yards from the scene 
of the explosion. 


| The Dead. 

JAMES WISEMAN, aged 50, dynamite 
boss, 98 Front avenue, Buffalo, N. Y.

Willlam Reed, a negro, 20 years old, 
a steam driller, skull fractured and in- 


_jured internally. Reed is at the Harris- 
bung, hospital. 


G. C. Miller, 58 years old, of Idaville, 


Adams county, bruised about body but 
not seriously. 

Not a trace of the two negro men who 
were killed can be found and it is sup- 
posed their bodies were blown into the 
river, which is being dragged. 

An inquest was held this: afternoon by 
Squire Coble, of Lemoyne. The jury 
rendered a verdict of premature explo- 
Sion from an unknown cause and no 
blame is attached to the contractors. 

All the killed and injured were labor- 
ers. aside from Wiseman, whose body was 
terribly mangled. What could be found 
of it was identified by the fact that he 
dyed his hair. His scalp and a portion 
of hig head were found on a hill 200 
yards from the blast. Wiseman has been 
with the Kerbaugh Company for five 
years, and had gone to the scene of the 
explosion to personally superintend the 
preparations for what is called a “big 
shot” to be fired tomorrow morning. 


A “Big Shot.”’ 

A “big shot'’ consists of a series of 
blasts, the holes having been drilled in 
a row, and the charges being set off 
simultaneously by an electric spark. Five 
of the holes had been filled with pow- 
der and the men were on the sixth when 
the explosion occurred. It is supposed 
that a small stone had gotten into the 
hole and that the fron bar with. which 
the men were “tamping” down the 
charge caused a spark by scraping on 
the stone and that this ignited the pow- 
der. John S§Shetter, the fireman of a 
“dinky’’ engine 1650 feet away, was 
thrown to the ground by the force of the 
explosion and slightly injured by flying 
debris. Miller was sitting at the door 
of the shack where the men bunk, 200 
feet from the blast, and was blown 25 
feet and badly bruised. 

One Italian escaped because a fellow- 
workman had playfully snatched his hat 
and ran with it. The owner ran after 
the man with the hat and had just got 
out. of the range of the explosion when 
it occurred. An Italian water boy, 12 
years old, who was on his way to the 
men with a bucket of water, was hurled 
50 feet. Every stitch of clothing was 
torn from jhbis body. A leather belt con- 
taining $312 in paper money, supposed 
to belong to.one of the men, was picked 
up near the scene of the explosion. 
Pieces of flesh and bone were found fas- 
tened in the telegraph wires over the 
railroad tracks. The fragments of the 
bodies were placed in rough caskets after 
the coroner’s inquest and they will be 
buried tomorrow.

There were buildings in the immediate 
vicinity of the explosion and there was 
no damage except for the destruction of

SEVEN OFFICERS HELO 
PRISONERS BY REBELS 


They Were ih a Pitiable Condition 
from Mistreatment—Ten Officers 
of the Battle Ship Were 
Killed by the Russian 
Mutineers. 


Kustenji, July 9.—Admiral Kruger this 
afternoon boarded. and took posgession 
of the Russian battle ship Kniaz. Po- 
temkine, King Charles of Roumania, hav. 
ing sent instructions to the commander 
of the Roumanian squadron that the ves- 
se] be delivered to the Russian authori- 
ties without raising difficulties, 

The torpedo boat which accompanied 
the Kniaz Potemkine left for Odessa 
without surfrénderifig, declaring that she 
had not mutinied, but that the Kniaz 
Potemkine had forced her to follow. 

Kruger and Squadron Arrive. 

Admiral Krugér arrived with his squad- 
ron this morning, and after exchanging 
the customary salutes, intimated that 
he had come to arrange for the transfer 
of the Kniaz Potemkine. Admiral Kos- 
linsky, commander of the Roumanian 
squadron, boarded the Russian battle 
ship Tchesme and t!nformed Admiral 
KXruger that King Charles had ordered 
him to turn the vessel over to the Rus- 
sian admiral. The formalties of the 
transfer were completed this aftern>on, 
and Admiral Kruger boarded the Kniaz 
Potemkine. 

An inspection of the Kniaz Potemkine 
after the withdrawal of the Roumanian 
guard, despité the efforts of the Rou- 
manians to get things In shipshape, show- 
ed everything aboard the battle ship still 
in a state of wild disorder. The officers 
cabins were stripped of everything of 
any value and blood stains were every- 
where.

Young Girl Shot for Looking Out of 
Her Bedroom Window—Cossack 
Tosses Baby Into the Air 
and Catches It on Pike. 
Looting by Soldiers.

Warsaw, July 9—The governor blames 
the workmen and the Jews and sénds 
soldiers to kill aristocrats, Christians, 
workmen and Jews, women and children— 
everybody in sight. The chief of police 
does the same. Runaway Warsawers are 
| shot as “‘suspects."’ They may want to 
join some mythical body of insurgents: 
those that obey the general order to 
stand stock still when a military person 
or policeman crosses their path are 
sabered or shot or lanced or knouted to 
death ‘“‘for offering silent resistance.” 
Those that do not must die because they 
are in the way. People are murdered in 
their own houses since it’s quite possible 
that they stag at home in order ‘“‘to hold 
seditious confabs,’’ or 
bombs, or curse the czar in secret and 
all venturing out are Hable to have their 
brains spilled as probable sympathizers 
with the mob. It is hard for people in 
America to realize the situation, there- 
fore, not to be accused of exaggera- 
tion, your correspondent will describe 
only such scenes as he witnessed with 
his own eyes. 


Fire in Front and Rear. 

Holy Cross street is the scene. Your 
| correspondent was just marvelling at the 
| quiet and orderly way in which the pub- 
| ite went about its business. Suddenly—a 
troop of Cossacks. The officer rose in his 
stirrups and shouted something in some 
Asiatic dfalect. Astonished faces all 
around. Another word by the officer and 
the troopers fired a volley into the men, 
women and children walking toward 
Novi Svjat. I saw fifteen to twenty per- 
sons throw up their hands, stumble and 
fall; the rest fled pell mell, seeking 
refuge in the distance, in open cellars, 
houses, anywhere. And ere I could realize 
ithe horror, the Cossacks wheeled about 
;and fired another volley in the direction 
cf the Opposite thoroughfare, Mar- 
| achallkovsk street. There, the crowd hbe- 
jing greater even more people were mur- 
a and injured. Then a horn signal 
‘and the band of licensed killers galloped 
off, after dividing in two columns, one 
to finish ‘‘the Novi mob,’ the other 
making after everybody able to walk or 
crawl on Holy Cross street. With butt 
of rifles, sabre, lance and knout they 
knocked down, plerced and cut to pleces 
every and any human being in their path 
irrespective of age or sex. Irrespective 
even of the victims’ clothes, which, 
otherwise, Russian soldi¢fs and police- 
men never fail to consider. 

I ran after the soldiers—it was 
fectly safe; they had orders to kill 
| ple ahead of them, and the 
| discipline; they would 
anything or anybody in the rear. 
,; them cut down peaceable citizens 
|emerged from saloons and houses. I 
la Cossack push his lance through the 
‘open mouth of a young girl who, at- 
tracted by the clatter looked 
out of a window. Another Asiatic brute, 
with his pike, tried to pick up a baby 
from a woman's arm, ard mother 
fleeing from the window, fired six shots 
after her. The shots were followed by 
‘agonizing cries: probably one or more of 
the bullets took effect.

proceeded merrily When the 
ezgar’s soldiery does surely his 
majesty’s “loyal citizens” may indulge 
in a little robbery. The soldiers carefuliy 
mowed down every peaceful, law,abiding

BATTLE IN NEW YORK 


Riot Due to Attack Made by 
White Boys on @ 
Negro, 


WHITE MAN AND WOMAN 
ARE SHOT BY NEGROES 


(Mob, Bent on Lynching, Attempts 
To Take Negro from Policeman. 
Fighting Was Stopped by 
a Heavy Fall of 

: Rain. 


New York, July 9.—Two perscns were 
shot, one probably fatally, in a fight be- 
tween mobs of whites and ncgres in 
West Sixteenth street today. 

The trouble began when Henry Hart, 
a negro, was attacked in the street by 
a number of white youths, who accused 
him of interfering with a ball game. 
Hart fled, pursued by a mob of whites 
hurling stones, bricks and othyr missiles 
and reached the tenement house where 
he lived. After arming himself with a 
revolver, Hart ran down stairs and be- 
gan firing into the crowd, one of his 
shots striking James Hunter in the side. 
Policeman John Loys ran. into the hall 
and arrested Hart after the latter had 
fired at him twice. 

As Loys brought his prisoner out a 
swarm of negroes, armed with pistols, 
clubs, razors and other weapons, poured 
out of the tenement bent on a rescue. 
The polilceman’s helmet: was smashed 
and he was knocked down and kicked, 
but he kept a firm grip on. his prisoner 
and finally succeeded in getting his back 
against a wall, where he stood off his 
assailants. By this time the whites had 
been reinforced to the number of sever- 


al hundred and the negroes broke and 


fled in every direction. 
A shot fired from a negro tenement 


‘struck Mrs. Mary Donohus, who was at- 
‘tempting to lead a child out of the ten-

In Peace: ‘Negotiations Between 
Russia and Japan, 


Request of China Received by Roose- 
velt and Transmitted to the 
Belligerents — China Says 
That She Is Vitally 
Interested, 


Washington, July 9.—China’s request to 
be represented in ‘the Washington con- 
ference on the ground that she is vitally 
interested in its proceedings, has veen 
received by the president and informally 
transmitted to the belligerents. Whether 
the president has reéeived the formal re- 
plies cannot be learned, but it can be 
stated that while Russid is inclined to 
favor the suggestion, Japan will not 
consent to it. Japan has already made 
public her assurance that‘Manchuria <-s 
to. be restored to China. That Is one 
of the principles for which she says 
she has been fighting. Japan regards 
herself as fully capable of executing 
this promise without the assistance of 
China, and .n view of China’s inability 
‘before the war to cope with Russia. in 
Manchuria, the Japanese government is 
unable to see what possible service a 
Chinese representative would be in the 
Washington conference. Moreover, Ja- 
pan has all along taken the position that 
when peace negotiations were begun they 
would be conducted directly with Rus- 
sia. It is altogether unlikely tnat the 
Washington government will press the 
claim of China, and the official view 
here fails to sympathize with the dea. 

The past week has seen few develop- 
ments in the plans for the negotiations. 
Negotiations for an armistice are not 
expected to be concluded until after the 
plenipotentiaries meet. . 

Baron de Rosen will go to New York 
within the next few days and thence to 
Oyster Bay, to be presented to the pres- 
ident. Wo place has yet been finally se- 
lected for the holding of the conference, 
but it is. believed here that the choice 
lies between Portsmouth, N. H., and 
Portland, Me., with the chances in favor 
of the former. 

Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minister, 
will be an early visitor at Oyster Bay 
to discuss the arrangements for the con- 
ference. It is the belief here that .n- 
stead of the president making the te- 
dious trop to Washington to greet the ple- 
nipotentiaries, the plan which probably 
will be adopted is for. the plenipotent.a- 
ries to go to Oyster Bay, the Japanese 
boarding the Mayflower at the navy 
yard, Washington, and the Russian en- 
voys going in the Dolphin from New 
York to Oyster Way, where they wil!

The people are 
strangely calm, but determined in 
their opposite views. The conditions 
would seem to be ideal for very much 
a war that laid

ago. Some overt act may precipitate 
the conflict before the month has 
passed, or it may come as the delib- 
erate dictum of the Swedish parlia- 
ment. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that 
Norway and Sweden will not resort 
to the arbitrament of the sword, but 
the determination of that method of 
settling their differences rests with 
the Swedish riksdag. There is no ques: 
tion as to the resolution of the Nor- 
wegians to fight for their national in- 
dependence, if necessary. Ever since 
the formal dissolution was offiically 
announced such a military establish- 
ment as the Norse provisional govern- 
ment can command has been active 
in preparing for possible war. In this 
regard Sweden has much the advan- 
tage of Norway, a fact that contrib-

The “‘third house,’ as the alleged 1lob- 
bvists have been termed, will probably 
not cut much, if any, tgure during this 
session.

CIGARETTE BILL 
IS COMMENDED 


Broughton Talks of 
‘‘Dude’s Dope’’ to-the 
Lawmakers. 


Dr, 


Rev. -L. G. Broughton devoted his ad- 

last night to the cigarette evil 
the anti-cigarette bill before the 
legislature. Pe touched on the use of 
narcotics and “dope.”’ 

He said in part: 

“We come now to consider the cigar- 
ette, the dude’s dope. There is nothing 
that equals its harmful effect upon the 
human race. In many respects it out- 
weighs the whisky habit, because the 
constant use of the cigarette leads in 
that direction. Let me be fair in deal- 
ing with the cigarette; let me be con- 
siderate also, if I possibly can. I con- 
fess that my feelings are so intense upon 
this subject that to be conservative will 
be very hard, 

“What are my objections to the cigar- 
ette? 

‘First, my objection is to the smoker 
himself. He looks like a cake of. tal- 
low and smelis like a poléecate. I have 
often said if I were a girl I would about 
as soon go to church with a skunk 4s 
aman who ls soaked with cigarette odor. 
Surely the poor. fellow does not know 
how bad he smells. 

“I heard the other day of some little 
boys who were playing automobile. One 
said he was the wheels; another said 
he was the body; another said he was 
the seat; another said he was the guide 
wheel,

“But my real objection to the cigarette 
is its moral and physiological effects. I 
have often said, and I stick to it, that 
the man who habitually smokes cigar- 
ettes for ten years will cheat, steal, 
lie, drink, murder, commit adultery, any 
or all of these, that serves his purpose. 
I know some will regard this statement 
as extreme, but you would not if you 
had had such experience as I have. 

“The cigarette is covered tg rice pa- 
per. This rice paper is a heatnen .pro- 
duction. It comes from China. It is 
bleached by arsenic. It can be produced 
in -no other way. You say, it is a limit- 
ed quantity. To be sure it Is, but that 
makes it really the more dangerous. The 
tobacco of which cigarettes are made, 
is, for the most part, steeped in opium, 
You say again that is a smal] quantity. 
To be sure, but this is another reason 
why ft is so dangerous. 

“Now do not let any man who Goes 
not know anything about this matter 
open: his mouth in denial of what I say. 
. ‘Recently a judge in Harlem court, 
New York city, made this. significant 
statement with reference to cigarettes: 

“ ‘Yesterday I had before thirty-five boy 
prisoners. Thirty-three of them were 
confirmed cigarette smokers. Today, 
from a reliable source, I have made the 
gruesome discovery that two of the 
largest cigarette manufacturers in this 
country soak their product in a weak so- 
lution of opium.’ 

“Think of it, the young men of this 
country, and I am sorry to say, young 
women, too, are be™g opiumized and ar- 
senicized by the use of the cigarette, 
permitted to be sold by the law of our 
land, which ought to stand against such 
public slaughter, 

Opinion of Experts. 

“But let us see something of how thi 
thinking part of the world is regardin, 
this evil today. 1 refer to the evil o. 
the cigarette. In the catalogue of on: 
of the greatest business institutions of 
the day, a business college system that 
embraces more than twenty branch col- 
leges throughout this country, there re- 
cently appeared this communication: 

“Of the many, many thousands o? 


an excessive cigarette smoker to make 
a success of his work. Even the prog- 
ress of the mild cigaretté smoker is re- 
tarded in proportion to the extent of 
their use. It seems that it is impossible 
for them to retain, even while students, 
the knowledge they are supposed to ac- 
quire while in school. Those who smoke 
cigarettes and complete the course sim- 
ply drag through in a half-asleep way. 

“ ‘Another great disadvantage is that 
many firms will, under no consideration, 
employ a young man who smokes cig3- 
retfes to any extent.’ 

“Let the legislature, now. considering 
this measure, call in for consultation the 
school teachers of this country, as well 
as the preachers. Ask them their opin- 
jon of the evil, and let their opinion have 
some weight. 

“Gentlemen of the legislature, when 
you come to make up your verdict on 
this matter, do not imagine that all of us 
who happen to be preachers, or philan- 
tfiropists, or sociologists, or teachers are 
cranks and fanatics. In the-wonds of 
the Apostle Paul, when addressing Fes- 
tus, said, ‘We are not mad.’ We apnea? 
to you in words of wisdom, backed up 
by experience; and we come to you, as 
well as the manufacturers and the se!ll- 
ers of the~cigarette, for we have more 
claim upon you than they have. It is our 
boy that is going down, it is our cit- 
izenshiIp that suffers—you are. our ser- 
vants, and we cannot expect less than 
your protection.”’
